This happens because of things like fear, worry, anxiety, depression, and ignorance. The 
list goes on.

have no one. That no one could understand what you're going through. That you did 
something to deserve what you're experiencing. Or worst of all, that God doesn't care 


Feeling disconnected from the love of God, is fatal. It manifests as fear, worry, 
anxiety, depression, hopelessness, loneliness, brokenness, and sickness. 
This collection, is God's love for you as written in the Holy Scriptures. It is the word 


of God, living, breathing, potent, and powerful. Each verse has a spirit, an aspect of God's 
power part of God that is living, alive, and infallible. 


How to Use This Collection 


There is no fear in love, but perfect love casts out fear. God is love. There is no 

fear in God. There is no darkness in Him, that is why perfect love casts out fear. He is 
perfection. His love towards us seeks to see Us made whole. He wants to heal you. When 
Christ Jesus walked the Earth, that's all He did. He went about doing good and healing all 
who were oppressed by the devil, because God was with Him. 


Now he is with the Father. He is with us in Spirit and in truth. He still goes about 

doing good and healing all who are oppressed and come to Him. Fear, worry, anxiety, 
hopelessness, loneliness, brokenness, depression, and sickness are all oppression. He 
wants to heal you, more than you want to be healed. More than you want to freed. 

This collection is meant to be resource for you to begin your meditation journey 

with. You may know the world's definition of meditation. It's sitting quietly trying to still 
your thoughts. Or, there are new age methods of meditation that | advise against. You 
have no idea what you're communing with. But, in this place, when we are together, 
meditation is contemplation. Pondering, It's time you set aside to think ona thing, in this 
case verses, intentionally. 


When you feel afraid, worried, anxious, hopeless, lonely, heartbroken, depressed, 
or sick, return to this resource and the system you've made, 


Read a few of the verses, stay with them, tarry with them, until you feel the love of 
God rising from your belly. You'll feel it. He's put pieces of His power into these words. 

| hope that by meditating upon these verses you will come to the full knowledge 

of God's love for you. No longer will you look for it in the places it is not. You won't turn to 
harmful relationships, food, behaviors, vices, places, and habits to find it. You won't have 
to. The spirit of love will engulf you and consume you as you give yourself wholly to this 
process. 


I'm a believer in allowing the Spirit of God to move. First, | will quote love 

scriptures from the old and new testament. This will acquaint you with the spirits tied to 
each verse. Don't get spooked by that statement. It's like meeting a new friend. If you 
were hiring a security team to guard your home and property, wouldn't you want to meet 
them first? Get to know them a little bit? That's what this is like. 


Fear as a biological mechanism was created to keep you alive. The fear that 
attacks your peace of mind is the one that wars with your soul, that is your mind, will, and 
emotions. Like | said, anytime you feel anxious or fearful, return to this resource. Return 
to your personal security guards (verses) to remove the fear from the premise of your 
soul. 


At the end, | will leave room for you to assemble your personal security team. It's 

one thing to call a security guard to restore peace to your soul, it's another to have a live 
in security team. | will then introduce the system by which you'll deploy your security 
team. You're the architect here. God has given you power in His words, promises, and 
love to live in perfect peace and perfect love. 


27 LOVE: 
The Love Method and System 


® The Love Method 


When feeling any negative emotion, do the following. The Method will restore balance to 
your spirit. This collection is comprised of verses that speak of God's love for you. Each 
verse shows you an aspect of His love, whether in the form of a promise, statement, or 
action. 

4. When a negative emotion or feeling state rises up, choose any verse In this. 
collection. Trust whichever one you feel drawn to. 


2. Think about what the verse says. Think about what It promises. Ponder it. Turn it 
over in your thoughts. 


3. Write the verse(s) on pen and paper or digitally. After each verse create an 
affirmative statement. 


Example * 


Verse: "The LORD appeared to us in the past, saying: “I have loved you with 
an everlasting love; I have drawn you with unfailing kindness" (Jeremiah 31:3} 


Affirmation: God has loved me with an everlasting love, He has drawn me with 
unfailing kindness. 


4, Repeat the verse and affirmation together. Begin with reciting the verse and 
affirmation 3 times, 10, 15, or even 30 times. Do It as many times as It takes to feel a 
feeling of peace wash over you. 


®Example * 
The Lord appeared to me (you can use your name here) in the past, saying I have 
loved (your name} with an everlasting love, He has drawn me with unfailing kindness. 


Anytime you see "you" in scripture, you can replace it with your name, it does 
something to your heart. 


5, Returm to this collection anytime you feel strong negative emotions. 


® The Love System cd 


Over the years I have developed a system of meditation that works. What you meditate 
upon you become. Through this system the Holy Spirit has begun a work in me that will 
continue long after I'm gone. The more versed you are in subconscious training the 
easier this will be. If you've never worked with culturing your subconscious mind, that's 
okay. Don't overthink it. Just do the steps and the Spirit of God will guide you. It's quite 
simple and I will go into further detail. 


To overcome fear we must seek to influence your subconscious mind. The subconscious 


mind drives your decisions, actions, and thoughts. To influence our subconscious, 
repetition is key and there is a mystery to rhythm. To go beyond the The Love Method, 
create a system. It acts for you to restore balance to your spirit. By practicing The Love 
Method in a structured way through the Love System, you will ingrain Life into your mind. 


41. The first step Is to isolate a verse. Hf you're familiar with subliminal or repetitive 


affirmation work, choose more than one. Each verse in this collection Is about God's 
love for you, so realistically, any verse(s) will work. 


2. Write each verse on pen and paper or digitally. Make a list of them, You can start 
with one or many. After each verse create an affirmative statement. 


® Example * 


Verse: "The LORD appeared to us in the past, saying: “I have loved you with an 
everlasting love; | have drawn you with unfailing kindness" (Jeremiah 31:3) 
Affirmation: God has loved me with an everlasting love, He has drawn me with 
unfailing kindness. 


3. Repeat the verse and affirmation together. 


® Example * 


The Lord appeared to me (you can use your name here) in the past, saying | have loved 
{your name) with an everlasting love, He has drawn me with unfailing kindness. 


Anytime you see "you" in scripture, you can replace it with your name, it 


does something to your heart. 


4. Create a schedule. You will want to repeat these morning, night, or both. You'll also 
want to do so for a set amount of time. Make the effort to not skip a day, intentionality 
is key! The Bible says a three fold cord is not easily broken, so consider creating your 
schedule in multiples of three. You can repeat the statement(s) 3, 6, 9, or even 27 
times during your recitation time. Do this consistently for 7, 21, 30, 40, or 90 days. 
There is power in repetition. 


If you want to go the extra mile, or to secure your security team faster, try reviewing your 
statements three times a day. Or, record yourself speaking them aloud. Hearing your own 
voice speaking all day, and even while you sleep, affects your subconscious. Your 
subconscious mind is awake and thriving 24/7. It will do something, why don't you give it 
something to do? 


Beyond the Method and System 


Besides saying your declarations and rehearsal, when you get time, think on the verses. 
Read them. Ponder them. This is true meditation. Ask yourself questions about them. 
Don't be surprised if things pop up as explanations and insight in your mind. That's the 
spirit of revelation that accompanies the word of God at work. As you grow, it will 
become one of your closest friends. To see success with this and kick fear out of your 
mind for good, you must be consistent. 


Consistency is key. Choose a time, stick to it, don't waver. Whatever you choose, stick to 
it. The longer you stick to it the earlier the fruits will show.
